Nut only will work on the Union loop 
be discontinued, but tho strike will di­ 
rectly involve all the contractors who are 
at present engaged in the construction of 
buildings which require iron structural 
work. 
The urgency of the Union loop 
work makes tho matter a peculiarly im ­ 
portant one for the Elmira Bridge com­ 
pany, which has the contract for the loop 
construction, 
The Kelly and Atkinson 
company, which has the Wabash avenue 
end of the loop work, is also affected, but 
not as badly as the Fifth avenue loop con­

vous. By th e tim e th e party h as g ath er­ 
ed, some 20 minutes, th e h orizon seems 
to explode, a wide rush of o range ligh t 
spreads near and far, and th e great h o t j 
sun comes up, panting. 
Th en follows 
th e mo st delicious h o ur of th e day . 
A 
h undred h ues of green uro bro ugh t o nt 
into sh ining relief, every dewy leaf lie- i 
co mes a prism in wh ich rainbo ws float, j 
Th o jungle life awakens into its mo rn- \ 
mg psalm, brilliant birds tw itter and 
coo togeth er seeking th e early bug, go r­ 
geous butterflies co me fo rth to dry th eir 
spangled wings on leafy sh rubs, wh ile 
fur in th e jungle often th e h oarse, g ut ­ 
tural, fearsome grow l of th o Malay an 
tiger sounds bass to th e ch orus. 
Th e picnickers are no w under way . 
Before th em is a inarch of six or seven 
miles th ro ugh virgin jungle and open 
spaces of country .

belt, 
So metimes 
th ese krosangs, or 
belts, are rich ly jeweled and wo rth as 
much as 2,000 silver dollars. 
But we 
sh all no t see th at sort at a picnic. 
Th o 
upper garment of men and wo men aliko 
is a cloth or cotton jacket ( kabaia). I n­ 
stead of buttons th e wo men use fur fas­ 
tenings a num ber of gold or silver 
brooch es. 
Th e men largely affect brass 
buttons. 
Over th is jacket th o females 
wear ano th er saro ng, wh ich is made to 
meet over th e 
h ead, and 
serves th e 
damsel as a 
sh ade, 
and 
wh en 
sh e 
pleases as a veil. 
Th o feet of all are 
protected by a kind of wooden sandal. 
All th ese garments are loose, uro a poem 
for h armo ny of colors, and th ere is no 
fold th at does violence to beauty and 
grace. 
Th is is a poor eno ugh picture of 
o ur picnic party , ur 7 0 or 100 Malay 
men, women, boy s and girls passing, 
jo king and laugh ing alo ng th eir pleas 
ure way . 
Th e braves carry so me spears 
and parangs, in case a tiger or leopard 
molest. Th e fair bear alo ng a little rice 
and curry spice. Th e bulk of provisions 
th ey trust Tulmn Allah to provide at th e 
picnio ground. 
“ Ho w very nice,” I 
h ear th e gentle lady reader say . “ Wh y , 
preparatio n of meats and pies and co n­ 
fections, y ou know, is such a bo th er.” 
Our o uting party no w feel th at th ey 
h ave gone far enough and th ey may 
h alt, no matter just wh o re— for every ­ 
wh ere is lovely — so long as th ey are in 
th e vicinity of a mo untain and its water 
pools.

VENICE A DELUSION. 


A n E n g l i s h m an F in d s it* C*tnnN an d D is­ 
tances N o t at All E ntrancing. 
An English m an wf, > h as seen Venice 
but to be disillusio nized writes of h is 
impressions to 'Th e Westminster Budget 
as fo llo ws: “ Here is a description of 
wh at th ese canals are, taken fro m my 
diary , and it is literally truth ful, wh ich 
th e poets and th e painters never are. 
On eith er side staggers a cro wd of de­ 
cay ed b uilding s; from th e roof do w n­ 
ward th ey are a mass of squalid ruin; 
broken balconies cling to th e stained 
and 
discolored walls, great scabs of 
plaster h ave fallen fro m th eir fro nts as 
if a leprosy h ad eaten into t h e m ; for a 
foot above th e water th e walls are black 
with slime, th e bro ken windo ws are 
stuffed with rags or paper, th e sh attered 
steps lead up to doors th at swing by one 
h inge; th e steps th emselves are slippery 
with a greasy scum ; to th e edge of th e 
lower stair th ere is a fringe of foul 
green weed— it swings slo wly in th e 
crawling w ater; th e iron grilles, once 
so beautiful, are eaten by bitter salt rust, 
th e sh utters h ang at all angles, flapping 
and creaking in th e w ind; in th e crazy 
balconies th ere is a lumber of broken 
flowerpots with dead flowers in th em, 
and th ro ugh all th ese reeking alley s th e 
greenish gray water slo wly pulses and 
oozes, covered with straw, eggsh ells, 
cabbage stalks and nameless refuse. < )ver 
all th is brood a h undred filth y and o b­ 
scen e smells, each canal co ntributing a 
particularly putrid stench of its own.

C u rio us In v o catio n s by F am o u s H isto rical 
P erso n ag es. 
One of th o earliest records in h isto ry 
of a pray er before battle is th at of Ch il- 
deric, king of Gaul, a pagan, wh o before 
go ing into battle at Zuelpich , some 400 
y ears after Ch rist, pray ed to th e Go d of 
th e Ch ristians to h elp h im to victory . 
His foe was Attila, king of th e Huns, 
and Ch ilderic vowed if Go d wo uld give 
h im th e victory h e wo uld embrace th e 
Ch ristian faith . 
Th e pray er of a H ungarian officer be­ 
fore one of th e battles fo ugh t for tlie in ­ 
dependence of Hungary in 18 49 was as 
fo llo ws: “ I will not ask th ee, Lord, to 
h elp us, and I kno w th o u wilt not h elp 
th e Austrian.« , but if th o u wilt sit on 
y onder h ill th o u sh alt no t be ash amed 
of th y ch ildre n.” 
Th is was th e pray er 
of th e “ F igh ting B ish o p” Leslie before 
one of th e battles fo ugh t in Ireland: “ O 
God, for o ur unwo rth iness we are no t fit 
to claim th y h elp, but if we are bad 
o ur enemies are worse, and if th o u seest 
not meet to h elp us wo pray th ee h elp 
th em not, but stand th o u neuter on th is 
day and leave it to th e arm of th e flesh .' ’

Astley was*. 
“ T h o u kno west, O Lord, th at I sh all be 
very busy th is day , and if I forget th ee 
forget th o u not m e , ” and th en th e co m ­ 
mand follo wed, “ March on, bo y s!”
